SENERAL. For statistical purposes, a "Factory" i3 defined as any factory, 
Workshop or mill employing four hands or more, or less than four where 
ooWer—driven machinery is used in manufacturing, repairing or assembling. 


The totals of the principal items of factory statistics are 
listed below and indicate in every instance that the manufacturing 
activities in South Australia during 1951-52 were greater than in any 
yrevious years This expansion was a continuation of the post-war recovery 
attained in 1946-47 following a decline from the 1942-3 wartime peak.

TUMBER OF FACTORIES, These numbered 3,245 (3,141), increase 104. 


iMPLOYEERS . The average number of persons employed over the whole year 
jas $4,189 (83,169), increase 1,020. While the total employees was a 
ecord and also the number of male employees 68,327 (67,015), yet the 
umber of female employees 15,862 (16,154) was 4096 beiow the record of 
2,558 Who were employed during the peak war year, 1942-3, 


VALARTES AND WAGES , The total amount paid was £53,797,519 pee eee 
acrease £19,718,719. Male employees received £47,433 ,485 (£37,924,575) or 
mM average per employee of £717 (£58), Female employees received 
16,364,034 (85, 15h 225) or an average of £406 (£322).

UTPUT VALUE, The gross value of output was £232,015,163 (£192, 355,532) 
nerease £35,659,631. Nearly all the principal industries showed increased 
utput values, the greatest increases being for Smelting, Motor—bodies, 

lant and Equipment, Sheet Metal Working and Flour Mills. Woolscouring and 


elimongering showed a greatly decreased output mainly due to drop in wool

RODUCTION VALUE, The value of output does not give a true indication of 


he value of factory production, primarily because of duplication between 
ndustries, A better measure of value of work done in factories is obtained 
y deducting from the value of output, the cost of raw materials, containers, 
ower, fuel, light, oil, water, tools replaced and repairs to plant. The net 
ssult thus obtained represents the value added in the process of manufacture, 
ne total £82,408,695 (£67,541,615) showed an increase of £1,867,080. 


2EMISES AND PLANT. The value recorded for Land and Buiidings was 
28,506,575 (£23,302,758) whilst Plant and Machinery totalled £52, 17,058
